KEYS HERE MAY BE STILL. 


President Small Coming to City 
to Direct Further Warfare; 
Local Men Anxious to 
Walk Out. 


Hope of averting a spread of the strike 
of telegraph operators from San Francisco 


when it became known that the Western 
Union had refused to meet in San Francisco 
& committee of the men on strike there. 
President Small of the Telegraphers’ union 
will leave the coast city this. morning for Chi- 
cago. 

In this city Small will establish headquar- 
ters for the further fight now looked for, 
and crucial action fg expected at a mass- 
meeting called for Sunday. 


Chicago to Be Storm Center. 
While it is expected that Chicago will be 
involved in the threatened strike, there is 
no certainty that the operators here will 
walk out. President Smali will name the 
city or cities where the next blow will fall 
and he may think it best nof{to tle up Chi- 
cago for the present. 

On the other hand; the local operators, dis- 
satisfied over general conditions and the dis- 
charge of William Main by the Chicago office 
of the Western, have been anxious for days 
to quit work. At their meeting last Sunday, 
despite the efforts of Labor Commissioner 
Neill and members of the national executive 
committee, the men were only deterred from 
voting to strike by a message from President 
Small saying the Western Union in San 
Francisco had agreed to meet an operators’ 
committee. 

New Crisis in Dispute. 
This was taken by the head of the order to 
mean that the situation on the coast soon 
would be relieved and the Chicago operators 
deferred for one week the taking of a strike 
vote. 
On Monday Commissioner Neill, accompa- 
nied by 8. J. Konenkamp, M. J. Reidy, and 
J. M. Sullivan, of the national executive 
committee, started for San Francisco, osten- 
sibly to aid in the settlement of the contro- 
versy. 
Last night messages told them of the new 
crisis, and they, too, are expected back in 
Chicago as fast as steam can bring them. 


Won’t Treat with Committee. 
Yesterday a committee of the Western 
Union operators called om Assistant General 
Superintendent I. N. Miller Jr. of the San 
Francisco office for the purpose of discussing 
the existing grievances. 

The committee was met by Chief Operator 
H. J. Jeffs, who read a note conveying what 
answer Miller had to say to a committee. It 
was as follows: 

‘‘Mr. Miller.declines to meet a committee 
as such, but Is.willing to extend a courteous 
rearing to: each operator now out on strike 
and will consider favorably the reinstate- 
ment of any and all who come to him giving 
assurance of their pergonal desire to be re- 
instated in their positions, the same as 
before the strike was called. But he 
reserves the right to refuse to receive or re- 
instate any one to their positions who are 
undesirable, and that matter must be abso- 
lutely left to his judgment as assistant gem 
eral superintendent.’’ 

Small Gives Roosevelt.Warning. 
When President Small heard how the com- 
mittee was met he sent a telegram to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, claiming that every honora- 
ble means had been exhausted to secure an 
adjustment, and that he had no hope of a get- 
tlement without an extensive strike, and 
that in answer to the demands of the teleg- 
raphers throughout the country the strike 
would be made general. 
He also arranged for a meeting of his lieu- 
tenants in Chicago, to take place before the 
operators’ segsion on Sunday. Among those 
asked to meet him is H. B. Perham of St. 
Louis, president of the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers. From this it is believed the 
railroad operators have signified their will- 
ingness to support the commercial men in 


their contest. 

Company Explains Its Action. 
During the afternoon the following official 
statement was issued by President R. C. 
Clowry of the Western Union in New York: 
“The committee that Assistant General 
Superintendent I. N. Miller Jr. of San Fran- 
cisco refused to meet are strikers and not in 
the employ of this company.” 

General Secretary Wesley Russell, who {6 
temporarily in charge of the Chicago heaa- 
quarters of the telegraphers’ union, admitted 
last night that the situation was grave. He 
said, however, that no strike cam be ordered 
in Chicago before the Sunday massmecting. 
The local union headquarters were kept 
open all night waiting for further word from 
President Small. All operators who were 
looking for “news” were cautioned to re- 
main calm and avoid any action which 
might further complicate the situation. 


RICH BOYS SOMETIMES BAD. 


Educator Says Environments Pro- 
ducing Vicious Children Are Found 
Elsewhere Besides in Slums. 


The “bad boy” was analyzed yesterday 
by P. Howard MacQueary, principal of the 
Yeatman High school. St. Louis, Mo., in a 
lecture to the summer students of the Uni- 
versity of @Whicago. Mr. MacQueary held 
that there are just as many rich bad@ hoys 
as poor bad boys in the world 

“The bad boy is the victim of his environ- 
ment,”’ he declared. ‘ Not all the bad boys 
are found in the slum districts. 

“The pampered, spoiled child of the rich 
who spends his time at the racetrack is just 
as much a parasite on society as the bad boy 
of the slums.

Government May Stop English 
Purchases from Monopoly. 


ASKS TRUST'S END TODAY. 


Suit to Dissolve American Alliance; 
Foreign Agreement Shown. 


New York, July 9.—[Special.]—Sult which 
the federal government will bring in the 
United States Circuit court here tomorrow 
for dissolution of the American Tobacco 


in restraint of trade, will involve an English 
tobacco trust as well. Government investi- 
gators uncovered an agreement in writing 
between the American company and the Im- 
perial Tobacco company, the English com- 
bination, by, which the American trust binds 
itself to keep ott of the English field. The 
Imperial company reciprocates by withdra w- 
ing from the United States. ‘ 

The remainder of the world's trade in 
American tobacco under the terms of the 
agreement is turned over to the company 
known as the British-American Tobacco 
company, which was organized in 1901. The 
American Tobacco eompany owns two-thirds 
of the capital stock in this British-American, 
company and the Imperial company the re- 
maining one-third. It is knowh that the 
American Tobaceo company alone ‘requires 
500,000,000 of the 800,000,000 pounds of to- 
bacco that is produced annually in America. 
It supplies the British-American company 
with its raw materjal on commission. Oper- 
ating under the agreement with the English 
trust, it thus, according to the government's 
contention, has a virtual monopoly on the 
world’s trade in America tobacco. 


May Restrain English Companies. 

The English companies, are of course, out- 
side the jurisdiction of the federal law, but 
it is possible that the federal government 
may seek to have the courts restrain agents 
for these companies from buying tobacco in 
this country until this combination is broken 
up. An agreement was entered into between 
the American and the Imperial companies 
after years of war. 

In its bill the government will ask for the 
appointment of a receiver or receivers to 
take charge of the physical properties and 
assets of the company only as an alterna- 
tive proposition. Its ehief request will be 
for an injunction restraining alleged monop- 
olistic corporations from engaging further 
in interstate commer?ce. 


Government Confident of Case, 

Government authorities believe they have a 
strong case against the American Tobacco 
company. 

It is said the government will be able to 
show conclusively that the American To- 
bacco company controls 8 per cent of the 
smoking tobacco, plug, and cigar output, be- 
sides %& per cent of the enuff of this country. 
Also about 9 per cent of the Heorice prod- 
ucts and 80 per cent of the tinfoil, 

The government will undoubtediy charge 
the company with stifling competition in the 
retail trade through its control over the 
United Cigar Stores company.

The president has been especially anxious 
to show courtesy to visiting Japanese, but 
it fe certain he would not have received 
Miyakawa if he had known whom he repre- 
sented and the political movement he was 
fathering. Miyakawa is not received at the 
Japanese embassy, and when Gem Kuroki 
was in Washington he made no effort to get 
ia tcuch with him, 

Both Nations Want Truth Known. 

There is no doubt that the governments of 
both the United States and Japan are con- . 
cerned seriously over the press agitation in 
connection with the relations of the two 
countries and are anxious to stop the publi- 
cation of mischievous reports, the only ef- 
fect of which is to inflame public sentiment. 

In a speech which has been widely quoted 
Secretary Root said it was the people now- 
adays who determined the question of peace 
or war, and the influence of newspapers on 


-the people is incalculable. For this reason 


both Japan and the United States welcome an 
intelligent statement of pending questions 
and urge that no attention be paid to sensa- 
tional reports until they have been verified. 

Articles which appear in such papers as the 
Hochi should be viewed with suspicion, espe- 
cially when claiming to present the attitude 
of the Japanese government. The chance 
that the publication is correct is extremely 
small.

LONDON, July 9.—A luncheon was given 
today in the house of commons by Sir Benja- 
min Stone in honor of Mark Twain, at which 
ex-Prime Minister Balfour and Baron Ko- 
mura also were guests of honor. Incidental- 
ly it was a significant expression of interna- 
tional relations. Baron Komura, in a brief 
speech indicative of Japan’s official attitude 
towards America, said he was delighted and 
honored to be present at a gathering which 
was representative of the three great nations 
of the world—Engiand, America, and Japan. 
He added: 

**If these three nations can but stand to- 
nievg they will guarantee the peace of the 
world,” 


Balfour Wants Language Saved. 

Mr. Balfour, in hig speech, quoted Mark 
Twain's remarks at the Savage club regard-. 
ing the necessity of guarding the purity of 
the English language and urged it as the 
duty of present writers to hand over to pos- 
terity a language in as good if not-better 
condition than they found it. ' 

He deplored the modern tendency to hastily 
employ slang phrases, and, while he would 
not suggest that the only criterion of the use 
of a word should be its employment by a | 
man who had been dead a hundred years, 
still he maintained that new phrases, par- 
ticularly those tinged with vulgarism, should 
only be admitted with the greatest caution 
and after the severest tests. 

Twain in Happy Mood. 
» Mark Twain was in his happiest vein. He 
thanked Mr. Balfour for his recognition of 
his services in keeping the English language 
pure and undefiled, and assured him he 
would not allow it to deteriorate in his hands. 
He told his hearers how appreciative he was 
of the attentions and honors showered on 
him in England. He said that tonight would 
be one of the proudest moments in his life, 
as the dinner by Punch in Punch’s rooms 
implied recognition of his humor by his col- 
leagues in the humor line, something he had 
not anticipated, and which delighted him.

FRANCE FROWNS ON TREATY 
TAKEN HOME BY JUSSERAND. 


First Reading by Government Creates 
Unfavorable Impression on Gov- 
ernment Officials. 


PARIS, July 9.—A decidedly\unfavorable 
impression has. been e upon the govern- 
ment by'its first examination of the new tariff 
agreement between France and the United 
States which Ambassador Jusserand brought 
back to Paris with him. 

The proposals are being considered in a 
friendly spirit, but it is too early to indicate 
the nature of the counter propositions that 
France will make. Itis almost certain; how- 
ever, that France will conclude that the tariff 
concessions asked for by the United States 
are entirely out of proportion to what she 
offers, 

The proposition made by America is practi- 
cally limited to placing champagne on the 
list of articles included in the agreement of 
1898 and entitled to a 20 per cent reduction 
under the reciprocity clause of the Dingley 
law, while in return the United States asks 
the minimum tariff on shoes, tools, machin- 
ery, etc. 

French officials are of the opinion that the 
reduction of the duty on champagne, while it 
will involve a considerable loss of revenue to 
the American government, will not result in 
a reduction of the retail price of the wine, and 
that consequently the amount imported will 
not be significantly increased, On the other 
hand, she regards the concessions asked of 
her to be most important, especially as most 
of them have a direct effect on home indus- 


tries. 


KING PARDONS COLONELLYNCH 
AS PRELUDE TO IRISH TRIP. 


Galway Man Who Raised Brigade 
That Fought on Boer Side in War 
Gets Freedom. 


LONDON, July 9.—On the eve of his visit to 
Ireland King Edward has granted a free par- 
don to Col. Arthur Lynch, who was convicted 
of high treason in 1902 for having fought for 
the Boers in the South African war. Col. 
Lynch was sentenced to death for high trea- 
son in 1908. His sentence later wag com- 
muted to imprisonment for life, and in Jan- 
uary, 1904, he was released‘ on license.”’ 

Lynch was born in Australia of Irish par- 
ents. His father was a civil engineer in a 
town near Melbourne, and it was there that 
he passed his childhood. After studying at 
Melbourne university and Berlin university, 
Lyneh went to Galway, the home of his an- 
cestors, where he plunged into party politics. 
In 1892 he went to London and engaged in lit- 
erary and journalistic work, which he fol- 
lowed until the Boer war broke out. 

He was instrumental in raising the Irish 
brigade which fought on the side of the Boers. 
While:im Paris after his return from South 
Africa Lynch was elected to parliament by 
Galway City and returned to England with 
the intention of taking his seat in the house 
of commons. He was arrested on landing in 
England, and his trial, conviction, and sen- 
tence followed. 


AMERICA MOLDS HAGUE COURT. 


Yankee Outline for Formation of Uni- 
versal Peace Tribunal Specified 
in Six Articles. 


THE HAGUE, July 9.—The American prop- 
osition regarding the establishment of a 
permanent court of arbitration at The Hague 
is outlined in six articles. These specify 
that fifteen judges, chosen from different 
countries, shall comprise the court. They 
shall elect all of their own officers and make 
decisions by majority vote. When matters 
pertaining to one country is brought up, the 
judge from that place shall not be brought 
into consideration of the case, unless it Is by 
unanimous consent. Judges may act on any 
special inguiry or commission on this same 


basis.

Court Excludes Testimony Re- 


garding Alleged Plot Against 
Miners’ Federation.

Boise, Idaho, July 9.—[{Spectal.}—Except 
for a brief interruption at the beginning of 
the afternoon session, when three witnesses 
were examined briefly, the whole day at the 
Haywood trial was consumed in the tedious 
reading of the depositions concerning the 
Bradley explosion which were recently taken 
in San Francisco. 

The reading was completed this afternoon, 
with the exception of a few pages, and to- 
morrow the defense will put Moyer on the 
stand. 

One of the three withesses today was cut 
off by an objection from Senator Borah be- 
fore he got into the story he was called to 
tell: This was Alna Swain, Denver repre- 
sentative of the Pueblo Chieftain. Swain 
said that sometime prior to the election last 
fall James McParland, the Pinkerton man- 
ager at Denver, came to his offices and they 
had a talk in a private room with no one 
else present. Borah objected to Swain’s re- 
peating the conversation on the ground that 
it was incompetent. 


Court Rules Out Story. 

Judge Wood asked Darrow what he ex- 

pected to prove, 
. “This is part of the conspiracy between 
the detectives and the mine owners to man- 
ufacture false evidence,’’ replied Darrow. 
“We expect to prove that McParland at- 
tempted to get this witness to swear to some- 
thing that was not true for the purpose of 
convicting this defendant.’’ 

The court, however, sustained the objec- 
tion, and Swain was permitted to return to 
Denver to be recalled after McParland: has 
been on the stand. 


Tells of Orchard’s Mine Offer. 


The next witness was Allen F. Gill, a Spo- 
kane contractor, who was master mechanic 
at the Tiger and Poorman mine at Burke 
from 1896 to 1899, and knew Harry Orchard 
there. 

He testified that in the early part of 1899 
Orchard offered to sell his interest in the 
Hercules prospect to Mrs. Gill. Gill exam- 
ined the prospect to put a valvation on Or- 
chard’s interest, but Orchard did not come 
back to close the deal. 

In the early part of November, 1905, Gill 
met Orchard and Jack Simpkins on the street 
in Spokane.

“ He replied that he had been hard up at 
that time, but had sold his woodyardé and 
gone to work in the mines.

Simpkins One of Party. 


On cross examination Gill told Borah that 
Jack Bimpkins was present and took part 


because the murder of Steunenberg shortly 
afterward recalled it to him. He remem- 
bered the date of Orchard’s offer to sell his 
Hercules interest by the fact that Mr. Argo 


of Wallace had offered some stock in the 
Bannock claim at the same time and there 
was a question with Gill and his wife whether 
they could afford to buy both or not. 

Mrs. Gill followed her husband on the 
stand and told of Orchard’s offer to sell his 
share in the mine.

Heard Orchard Make Threats, 


The last deposition was made by W. A. 
Abernethy, an old mining man, who testi-

He told of meeting Orchard 
in San Francisco in the fall of 1904 and having 


a conversation, in the course of which

“Competition Fierce at Times.” 


Mr. Mackay said: 

“If two companies ever competed in the 
United States these two telegraph compa- 
nies are competing. and always have been. 


"At times the competition is even flerce and 


bitter. Every merchant*and manufacturer 
in the United States, wherever we reach, 
will bear witness to the truth of this state- 
ment. 

“We are the onty company that ever did 
really compete with the Western Union and 
succeed in-doing so. 

“We are litigating with our rival all over 
the country in regard to rallroad rights of 
way. In fact, the tremendous fight between 
the Pennsylvania railroad and the Western 
Union was due solely to the fact that we 
got that businéss away from the Western 
Union, 

Points Out Birmingham Fight. 

“ The Western Union is trying to exclude 

us from all union depots and has just suc- 


ceeded in excluding us from the Birmingham 
union depot, which is, perhaps, the finest 


union ‘depot in this country at present, and 
we intend to take that matter into the courts | 


to get aside the monopolistic contract between 
tHe Birmingham union depot and the West- 


ern Union."

Sea postoffices are maintained on ves- 
sels of the American, White Star, Hamburg- 
American, American and North German 
Lioyd lines, trips being performed between 
New York and Germany, New York and 
Southampton, and New York and Liverpool. 


Meyer Would Increase Service. 

Recently Mr. Meyer stated that he in- 
tended, if possible, to establish sea postoffices 
on the steamers of the Cunard line, plying 
between Liverpool, Queenstown, and New 
York, and also on the steamers of the Freneh 
line. 

‘‘Such sea postoffices,’”’ he said today, 
‘materially aid the New York postoffice in 
handling mail brought over by the steamers, 
and greatly facilitate its delivery to ad- 
dresses in that city and expedite the for- 
warding of such of it as is intended for other 
postoffices in the United States.

EXPLOSION RENDS GAS MAIN 


Three Men Overcome and Lives of 
Twenty Others Imperiled. 


WALL OF TRENCH CAVES IN, 


Accident Is Caused by Laborer’s Pick 
Piercing Rusty Pipe. 


Lives of a score of employ€s of the Chicago 
Telephone company ‘were imperiled last 


evening by an explosion of a gas main at 
Van Buren street and Western avenue, 
caused by one of the telephone company’s 
laborers driving the point of a pick through 
the matin. 

The explosion shook buildings in the vicin- 
ity. Fifty feet of one wall of a trench the 
laborers had been excavating caved in, al- 
most burying several of the men. Before the 
gas could be shut off it penetrated dwellings 
and stores in the neighborhood until families 
and shopkeepers were obliged to flee. 

‘Three laborers employed by the gas com- 
pany were overcome when they attempted to 
go to the break in ‘the main to check the 
escaping gas. 


Overcome by Gas.

The main is ten inches in diameter and is 
said to be old and rust eaten. Personsliving 
in the neighborhood have complained to the 
police several times of the odor of gas es- 
caping since the telephone company laborers 
began excavating above it a week ago. At 
times, it was said, the gas made it almost 
impossible for the men to work in the ditch. 


Big Hole Torn in Main. 

In an instant after the pick point had been 
driven into the main the explosion tore a 
six inch hole in.it.. The tumbling down of 
the wall of the trench lowered the sidewalk 
several feet and overturned bottles on the 
shelveg of a drug store nearby. . 

The gas company was notified by telephone 
and laborers were sent to repair the break. 
First Gibbons went into the trench, but be- 
fore he reached the broken main he fell 
unconscious. Then Yanhan, running to his 
assistance, also Was overcome. Both were 
draggcd@ from’ the pit by Casey, who sank 
down. exhausted. The three men were car- 
ried toa physician's office, where they: were 
revived. The flow of gas was checked by 
closing a valve two blocks from where the 
break occurred.

Girl Friend of Poison Victim 
" Testifies of Strange Effect 
of Chopped Meat.

FIGHT TO STOP SUICIDE. 


| Vrzal Boy Tells of Seizing Bottle 


in an Effort to Prevent 
Mother’s Death. 


Examination and cross examination of 
young Jerry Vraal, the state's star witness 
in the trial of Herman Billik on a charge 
of causing the deaths of six members of 
the Vrzal family, were completed yester- 
day in Judge Barnes’ court, and other wit- 
nesses were called to weave the net of cir- 
cumstantial evidence around the accused 
man, 
Josephine Driha of Creggs, Ill., a friend 
of Mary Vrzal, told of being made Ill by eat- 
ing some chopped meat brought in her lunch 
by Mary. Jerry had previously testified to 
Billik’s sending chopped meat to the house 
especially for Mary and that she had taken 
it with her in her-duhch. | 
‘Mary and I always shared our lunch,” 
the Driha girl testified. ‘‘ Some time before 
she died she brought some chopped meat and 
I ate some of it. Two days later I was taken 
sick and I never have felt quite the same 
since. It caused me to vomit and I experi- 
enced a burning sensation in the throat.”’ 
Mrs. Mary Lorenz, 1061 Sawyer avenue, 
who lived above the Vrzals on West Nine- 
teenth street, was another witness called. 
She testified as to the illness of each mem- 
ber of the Vrzal family, The symptoms as 
she described them resembled those of ar- 
senical poisoning. 

Borrowed $6,000 from Vrzals. 

Under cross examination young Vrzal went 
over again details of the supposed poisonings. 
The chief alm of the attorneys for the de- 
fense was to show discrepancies between the 
boy's testimony at the trial and what he said 
before the coroner’s jury, also that the wit- 
ness seems to remember many more things 
now than he was able to recall in his earlier 
experience on the stand. In the course of 
his testimony Jerry estimated the money bor- 
rowed from the family by Billik as $6,000, 

He got about $2,000 from my father and 
mother before my father died,’ he said, 
‘** and about $4,000 more after my mother was 
alone.” 


The béy also told of his father’s suspicions 
against Billik. 


‘The only time I ever knew my father 
and mother to quarrel,’” he said, *“* was about 
Billik. My father told my mother that he 
didn’t want Billik around the house when he 


was absent.”’ 


Before his direct testimony was concluded 
Jerry told of the incidents leading up to his 
mother’s suicide, and said that Billik was 
with her in the morning before she took 
poison. He told of pretexts on which Bil- 
lik sent him from the house, 
Struggle to Prevent Suicide. 

Returning from one of these expeditions, 
the boy found his mother starting to drink 
from a bottle, and, suspicious of its contents, 
struggled with her to take it from her. 
“The bottle,” he said, “ was standing be- 
side my mother’s bed. It had a clear liquid 
but a strong smell. My mother started to 
take some and I tried to take the bottle away 
from her, but she held on to it and drank 
some. Then she put the bottle into the stove. 
After the doctor came I took the bottle from 
the stove into the alley and broke it with a 
ston.” 
On! cross examination Jerry said that he 
broke the Bottle because he didn’t want the 
police to find it. He said he feared they 
would think his mother killed all the children. 


MRS. CUMMINGS DROPS SUIT; 
GETS LARGE SUM TO SETTLE. 


Attorney Interested in Sensational 
Divorce Litigation Intimates $150.,- 
000 Transfer from Husband to Wife 


The sum of $150,000 is said to have been 
the basis of a settlement which caused a dis- 
missal of the divorce and separate main- 
tenance suits of Mrs. Laura C. Cummings 
against Norman P. Cummings by Judge Mc- 
Ewen yesterday. Attorneys for neither side 
were disposed to talk about the case, but 
one of them afterward admitted the sum men- 
tioned was about what the litigation would 
cost the defendant. 

The divorce and separate maintenance 
suits of Mrs. Cummings furnished Judge 
McEwen’s court with a multiplicity of litiga- 
tion for some time. The couple were married 
in Michigan City on Dec. 12, 1905, and when 
Mrs. Cummings brought her suit she charged 
cruelty. She was allowed temporary ali- 
mony, and when her husband sent her a 
bunch of American beauty roses she asked to 
have him declared in contempt of court. In 
answer to her charges, Cummings claimed 
he was not legally married to the woman, be- 
cause the ceremony was performed within a 
year after her divorce from George T. 
Jochem. 

Judge McEwen dismissed this plea, and the 
case was to have come to trial when it was 
announced the whole affair had been settled 
out of court. Rumors of a.reconciliation 
were about the courtroom, but these were 
given little credence after the significant 
statement by one of the attorneys.

NOT “L” ROAD TO MICHIGAN. 


Electric Carrier Will Remove Stone 
Blasted from New Tunnel. 


Out into the lake from the foot of Seventy- 
third’ street extends a series of pyramidal 
steel frames, each about 80 feet high and 
approximately 300 feet long. Each frame is 
secured to four piles driven far into the bed of 
the jake. On top of each pyramid there is a 
steel platform, which looks as if it was going 
to carry rails—and it is. : 

There is a water crib two and one-half miles 
out, but this line of frames is not aiming for 
that, It sheers off to the south, as if des- 
tined for St. Joseph, Mich. Each day the 
frames are put farther out into the lake. 
No sooner is a set of piles driven in than a 
scow is towed out, and another frame is se- 
cured in an upright position. At night a red 
light glimmers on each of these to warn small 
craft of the mysterious steel framework ris- 
ing at regular intervals across the water. 


Will Run to New Crib. 

At Bond avenue and Seventy-third street 
the George W. Jackson company has erected 
a large shop, and here is the headquarters of 
all this activity. Those in the immediate vi- 
cinity know what it all means. They know 
that the Jackson company is digging a new 
water tunnel through solid rock about ninety 
feet below lake level, the outer terminus of 
which is to be a lake crip four miles out. 
This crib is not yet built. and it will not be 
until the tunnel is completed, and the frames 
are only temporary, being the basis for an 
électric carrier which is to;convey back to 
the Jand the stone dynamited out of the lake 
end of the tunnel. 

It is only natural that strangers who see 
the mysterious steel piles stretching off into 
the lake are puzzled and ask their purpose. 
Idlers around the piers have told such ques- 
tioners that this is a new monorail elevated 
road which is to connect Chicago with the 
Michigan lake resorts. This canard has ob- 
tained such credence that hundreds of men 
and women go out daily to see the construc- 


tion of this wonderful overlake road.

IS IT BUSINESS RIVALRY? 


Brewery Men Say Vital Point Is 
as to Which Office Gets 
Notarial Fees.

What can be called a “ conflict of author- 
ity ” is on between City Collector Magerstadt 
and City Clerk McCabe. The term “ busi- 
ness rivalry" was suggested to the city clerk 
last evening and indignantly rejected by him 
a8 4 misnomer, and in nowise descriptive of 
the situation. 

‘The form the controversy is in now is: 
which official has the right to give the num- 
bers to brewery wagons. These wagons have 
numbers the same as automobiles, although 
not so prominently displayed, and every 


wagons it gets their numbers. 

For some reason évery brewer wants to 
keep his own numbers and the right has been 
tacitly given him, So when a receipt for 
the license fee for one or more wagons would 
come from the city collector’s office to the 
city clerk's office there would be an annota- 
tion as to the number or numbers to be given 
the wagon or wagons, and up to recently it 
has been followed. Now the practice has 
been discontinued by the clerk and the num- 
bers are given in rotation. 


Rivairy in Acknowledging Bonds. 

Now it also happens—although asserted 
stoutly to have nothing to do with the case— 
that there is a joint jurisdiction between the 
city collector’s and the city clerk’s offices in 
the matter of acknowledging the bonds that 
go with all saloon licengeg and many others, 
The giver of the bond can employ the notary 
In elther office and pay the 25 cent fee as 
he chooses. This collection of quarters the 
city clerk or the city collector, as the case 
may be, has the right to put in his own pocket 
if he wants to. 

City Clerk Magerstadt, however, started a 
new idea when he took office. He decided 
these notarial fees belong to the city, and 
how nruch the seemingly insignificant 25 
cent pleces amount to is shown by the fact 
that in two months he turned $1,700 into the 
city treasury on this account alone. 

ow the brewers have got it into their 
heads that the reason the city: clerk is not 
so arcommouating as formerly in the matter 
of giving them their old numbers for their 
wagons is that they have been accustomed 
to pay their notarial fees into the city col- 
lector’s office.

I keep'a piece of dark ectton cloth about 
* yerd square and a small piece of black 
woolen to be uecd for cleaning spots.” For 
Gray or light colored trousers I use a piece 
of white flannel It a dark cleaning cloth 
fe used On light goods a dark spot which can- 
not be wholly effaced is the result, and if a 
white cotton one is used on dark goods a 
white spot is left. 

For removing spots I first try clean, warm 
water, Most always the spot yields without 


further treatment. If you can remove any 


soil with water alone it is best. If this does. 


not do the work then try soap and water. 

You will seldom find it necessary to use am- 

monia, gasoline, or any: other cleaning prep- 
ration. 

The firet thing to do is take the trousers out 
in the open air and shake them free from 
dust. Shake them thoroughly. Much soil 
is removed in this way. Use a whisk broom, 
vigorously brushing down the leg, turn the 
pockets: inside out, and free the fuzz that 
accumulates there. Turn up the bottom of 
each leg and brush well. The dust from the 
streets collects here worse than any other 
place. When you are certain all dust is 
shaken out of the garment, lay it out flat 
and straight on the froning board and with 
your small cloth and warm water remove all 
spots. It is not necessary to use much 
water. If you do the spots will be a long 
time drying. 

Now comes the pressing. Have two irons 
in use and use them rather hot. Soak the 
large square cloth in water, lukewarm’ is 
more comfortable for the hands, then wring 
out. Do not leave it too wet. Lay the¢rou- 
sers flat on the board and pull gently but 
firmly: the front crease, holding by the bot- 
tom of the leg and waistband. This removes 
the tendency to bag at the knees. Fold back 
the Aop leg carefully and press the inside 
of the under leg first. Put the wet cloth 
over smoothly an@ pass the iron over rap- 
idly, using the greatest pressure on thefront 
crease. Do not iron the cloth until it is dry, 
but remove it while the steam isrising. Take 
the whisk broom and brush lightly while it 
ts steaming. This raises: the pile of the 
goods and removes the shine: If you iron 
until dry, the stiff, hard appearance is the 
condition of the goods, and this is where the 
amateur makes his mistake. Always re- 
move the cloth while it is steaming and brush 
lightly. : 

When the inside !s pressed, unfold the 
other leg, lay it down smothly, and press it 
in the same way. Now turn the trousers 
over carefully. Fold back the top leg and 
press. the inside of the under leg, then the 
top leg is laid down smoothly and preseed. 
In pressing the upper portion be sure to pull 
the pockets out so no wrinkles will be made. 

After thev are finished lay them out for 
awhile on the bed or any flat surface until! 
you are certain there is no dampness left in 
them. Hang them up on the little devices 
used for holding them or fold carefully and 


put them in a box or drawer.

St.” Paul Only Leading Issue to 
Withstand Droop in Prices, 


TIGHT MONEY FEAR CAUSE. 


Traders Expect a Greater Stringency 
in the Near Future, 


[BY A' SPECIAL CORRFSPONDENT.} 

NEW YORK, July 9.—[{Special.}—The ten- 
dency: toward a downward movement in 
prices became more evident in the stock ex- 
change today, St. Paul being the only prom- 
inent issue which withstood the decline. It 
closed with a gain of-over a point. Union 
Pacific was conspicuous among the issues 
which fell in value, 

The principal! cause of the decline in prices 
lay in the fact that traders saw some dan- 
gers of money stringency, although the rates 
charged today did not bear out these fears. 

Although the prices of copper stocks-ad- 
vanced yesterday on reports that sellers had 
met the offerings of buyers of metal, this 
fact seemed to-have the opposite result to- 
day, and these influences for a decline were 
aided by reports of varioua new phases of 
government activity against corporations, 

In view of the special requirements im- 
pending, the tranquillity of the money mar- 
ket looks back for explanation to the esti- 
mates of the known movements of money 
last week, which indicated a gain by the 
banks of $6,000,000 to $8,000,000, although the 
bank statement reported a decrease in cash 
of $5,000,000. 

The seemingly total indifference of the 
financial community to the apparent inev- 
itableness of a money flurry under these cir- 
cumstances gave rise to copjectures that 
some relieving influence not generally known 
was in the background. Rumor suggested 
ihat the secretary of the treasury might post- 
pone the return of part of the government 
deposits 'n view of the small amount of bonds 
redeemed. 

The maturity tomorrow of installments of 
subscriptions amounting’ to $15,000,000 for 
Union Pacific convertible bonds and $7,500,- 
000 for Atchison convertible bonds are com- 
plicating factors in the situation.
